THE HONGKONG AND. WHAMPOA 

, BOCK CO. AND ITS AUDITORS. 

To the Editor of the “CrowA Marz,” 

Hongkong, May 17, 1876. 

Sin,—It ib greatly to be regretted’ that 
when men write letters, espesally contro- 
versial lettora, they do not use words in 
their utriptest sense. I make this remark 
‘with especial referéice to a letter which ap+ 
pears’in your issue of last’ night signed 
‘Not a Shareholder.” This letter repre- 
sents me as saying that Auditors are respon~ 
sible for the correctness-of Stock Lists, 
beoaus Ido say that they are responsible 
for tho correctness of Accounts, These are 
two very different things, and no doubt the 
writer of the letter will be surprised to learn 
that Iam perfectly atone with him in think- 
ing that Auditors have no responsibility in 
connection, with Stock Lists beyond seeing 
that they are made out in proper form. 
Furthor, I do not assume, as your corres- 
|pondent infers, that. Auditors should be ac-_| 
curate valuators. All thet they can be ex- 
pected to-do is to sesthat the vurious articles 
in the Stock List are valued atcost price. In 
a business such'as a Dock Company's this 
valuation will be sufficiently scourate for all 
practical purposes. - 

**Not .a Shareholder” is under a total 
misapprehension of the duties of an Auditor, 
whon he says they are usually understood to 
audit the documents presented to him. My 
bolieve is that they have to audit the books 
placed before them by means of the docu- 
ments, aud not the documents themselves. 
The Balance Sheet I regard as merely a copy 
of the books in a condensed form. : 

The evidence before the Police Magistrate 
proves that the last half-yearly. accounts of 
the Dock Company wero ‘Incorrect, ae 
they were certified as correct by the Audi- 


tors, ‘The whole question lieg in o nutshell. 
Could the Auditors haver-itotor ‘od? the 
error?. J affirm that they could if they had 
seen that the Stack Lists were made out in. 
propor.form, A Stock List can be made out 
from the Stock Book and Ledger, or it can 
be made out: by personal inspection and mea- 
suring and counting the gods ‘in Stook. 
The first method is useless for en audit, but 
the seoond method, if the gods are duly 
valued at cost pries and the Stookk Account in 
the Ledger carefully balanced; must detect 
discrepancies. It is consequently the duty 
of an Auditor to seo that the Stock List 1s 
made out-by this method, and that the 
amount agrees with the balance in the 
Ledger. “Let there be what mistakes there 
may in suoh a Stock List, thoy must be 
found out; unless the employés get hold of 
the Stock Book and make ont the List from 
it instead of from o personal inspection of 
the goods, To guar against thie, the pereon 
who takes Stook, instead of merely aligning 
his name, ought in is own handwriting to 
affix the following certiiicate:—' I hereby 
certify that’I have personally measured 
(counted or weighed'as the cas may be) the
